Letter From George A. Smith. 
Paroan, Iron County, 
May 17th, 1851. 
To tnx Eprror or time GuaRDIAN : 
Dear Sin:—I have for some time pur- 
osed giving you a description of this Val- 
= where the past winter a settlement was 
formed, County organized, &c. If you 
think it worthy a.place in the columns of 
your valuable ih you are at liberty to 
publish it. | 
The Colony forming this settlement, ar- 
rived at this point, two hundred and fifty 
miles South from Great Salt Lake City, the 
14th of January last, and were composed of 
upwards of one hundred men, with many 
families, used to the mountains and the 
climate ; after a cold and toilsome journey, 
across the different ranges of mountains in 
_winler We. ourselves ip a 


Valley, spread out in length al- 


‘most as far as the eye could reach, and of 
varied ‘extent in width, surrounded by lofty 
mountuins, covered with pine and cedar 
evergreens; watered by many streams flow- 
ing a the mountains, giving to us a scen- 
ery, bold in its outline, and beautiful in 
landscape. After passing a number ot 
streams we located ourselves at this place, 


and began our operations, opening roads in-| 
to kanyons, building bridges, exploring the 


country, making preparations for building a 
Fort, and preparing for the approaching 
Spring. The season in part favored us, and 
every man laid to with his might with the 
facilities around him to lay the foundation 
for a prosperous settlernent; and at this time 
it looks as though the work of years had 
been accomplished. 

In our explorations into the kanyons, we 
found abundance of the finest quality of Pine 
timber, of so large size. that scarcely enough 
small could be found without difficulty to 
build the houses composing the Fort, which 
now looks rather like a large town than a 
Fort. We found the soil of the best quality 
varying in color, probably made by wash 
from the mountains which are principally 
composed of Lime Rock, Clay, Sandstone, 
(red and white,) and Iren Rock. This soi 
is pronounced by our farmers to be of the 
best quality; called in the States Lime 
land; but this is of a better quality. Irom 
the opening of the kanyons, the land has a 
vradual slope about six miles to a Lake, 
which is about sixteen miles long by two 
or more in width, called by the Indians 
*Parrowan’’ laying near the base of the op- 
posite mountains, the Lake is strongly im- 
pregnated with Salt, Saleratus, Magnesia,
